Dear John: 


It has become essential for ANACS to have the right to obtain 
from any one who submits a coin such information as that person has 
about the coin. I made that request in my letter of December 22, 1975, 
after ANACS suggested in a newsletter that the information could be 
obtained after a coin was declared a forgery. I think that procedure 
is too limited. I think that we should know(in cases where the 
request is made)the source of the coin, the date acquired, any guaranty 
of genuineness, the amount paid and all other provenance information. 


For the present I believe you are going to write to tle party 
who submitted E-7004-B (1723 Woods Farthing with D.G.). This coin is 
in an envelope marked California Coin and Stamp Shop, 390 - 17th Street, 
Oakland, California 94612, telephone 415-451-0700. I have not received 
the enlargements of the above mentioned coin as yet and need them for 
the publication, 


I think you should write the party who submitted E-6255-B 
(Pine Tree 6 Pence) and get a statement from that person. Although 
Picker suggests the coin might have been dug up he does not indicate 
that such a claim was made, It is essential that the party submitting 
the coin gives that information in detail as to who dug it up, when it 
was dug up, etc., if it was actually dug up. You certainly should not 
suggest such a dig up until the submitter makes such a statement 
voluntarily.

it. It is very common and not worth forging. In our opinion it is

Weight, diameter or thickness will tell us nothing in this case, since two 

control specimens are different die varieties and weigh 573 and 67 grains. A 
specimen of the same die variety is not available at this time. For this reason, 

it is not possible to be certain that some defects that we notice are not actually 
in the die. However, we do see several things that appear to be abnormalities. The 
nick or pock mark next to the period after X is too smooth to have occurred on this 
coin, and evidently was on the coin from which this one was made, or is a casting 
bubble. The raised edges and depressed centers of some of the letters, notably S DE 
are indicative of shrinkage in casting. The surfaces of other letters including the 
date are too rounded to have been normally struck. The depressed line before S on 
the obverse and to the left of the base om the reverse, in my opinion represent a 
crack in the planchet on theoriginal coin, and if this supposition is correct, the 
crack should also show on the edge, but does not. The center points seem to be too 
poorly defined. The edge is softly pockmarked, and has several minute scratches. 
The pock marks appear to be the result of casting. The scratches may have been on the 
original coin, or also could be the result of casting, but they are too smooth to 
have occurred naturally or accidently on this coin. Though the surfaces appear to 
be smooth, high magnification reveals graininess, and I suspect that if this coin was 
cleaned with alcohol or a solvent, a good deal of graininess would become apparant. 
In my opinion this is the most dangerous forgery of the group, since it is a 
relatively inexpensive coin and would not normally be questioned. Also, it would be 
an arduous task to find a specimen of the same die variety for comparison of minor 
details.
